“The nearest approach to an in- 


dictment of citizens by the congress of 
the United States was the oil lease law 
of Feb. 8, 1924.. And it has been con- 
tended that this is a clear indication 
from congress to the courts that the 
latter. were expected to do the bidding 
of the former. With not more than 
two important exceptions in the whole 
history of the oll lease litigations no 
court has thus far failed to give heed 
to the congressional wishes as thus ex- 
pressed.”’

THE AZORES. 

It is reported from the Azores that Italy is serk- 
ing a concession for an air base in the bay of 
Porto Pim, in the island of Fayal. Mussolini -is 
said to want a mid-ocean base free from interfer- 
ence by the United States, Germany and France. 
This, if true, may require that the Monroe Doc 
trine prepare to travel a little further and include 
these Portuguese islands among its points eaat. 
They are as important to American trade routes 
as they are to European. In Portuguese posses: 
sion they are in effect neutralized, although Great 
Pritain’s traditional attitude of guardianship over 
Portugal would probably be construed as authority 
for use in any need, The United States has not 
included the Azores in any of its various real | 
estate proposals and no doubt would remain con- 
tent with matters as they stand, but may not care 
to have a change made by Italy hopping out into 
the Atlantic, 
The islands are about 1,180 miles from Cape 
Rocca in Portugal, 1,500 from Falmouth and 1,700 
from Halifax. Great Britain had a hand in giving 
the Monroe Doctrine its original start and might 
find a reason to back up this possible extension of 
it. The British route through the Mediterranean 
is regarded as practical only in peace time. In war 
it could be closed by the French and Italians. It 
is dependable only with peace or by permission. 
The British have turned more particularly to their 
other great route around the shoulder of Africa. 
If Italy proposes to get out on the further edge 
ef that with an air base Great Britain might con- 
clude that the Monroe Doctrine was as good a 
way of stopping it as any other. | san 
A word in thé official ear of Portugal might 
turn the trick, but then Mussolini would think it 
obnoxious of the British.

In a recent editorial we suggested that the

which the United States would assist in main. 
taining the security of Suez in return. for a Brit- 
ish pledge to help protect Panama. — 

A few ‘days later the London Spectator proposed 
an agreement between the United States and Great 
Britain whereby the United States should promise 
to keep the Panama canal open to world comme:ce 
at all times and Great Britain should take a 
similar pledge respecting the Suez canal. Such 
an agreement, it was suggested, would present a 
means toward naval disarmament. 


The two proposals—ours and the Spectator’s— 
cre similar in that they find a common factor in 
the possession of essential and distant canals by 
both countries and the necessity for both countries 
to maintain the security of such vital strategic 
points against neighboring disorder and threatened 
aggression. We insist on dominating the Carib-| 
bean—actively so at the moment in Haiti and 
Nicaragua; Great Britain is in force in Egypt and 
the Arabian peninsula. But with the acknowl- 
edgment of this common factor the similarity 
between the two proposals ends. 


What both countries are interested in is not 
the international usage of their canals but the na- 
tional possession, each of its own canal, and the 
right to use the other’s canal so long ag there is 
peace between the two nations. The United States 
must control Panama and is interested in using 
Suez; Great Britain must control Suez and wants 
to use Panama. There is nothing international 
about the situation. It is a problem in nationalism 
and a subject for a distinctly practical bilateral 
treaty. | 

What the Spectator suggests is a roundabout 
way of assuring. Great Britain the use of the 
Panama canal in case Great Britain should go to 
war with a third nation, and the same for the 
United States in the case of the Suez canal. Why 
not go at the matter directly instead of indirectly, 
forget the sentimental and meaningless formulae 


that mean something ic the name of our common 
ownership of strategic short cuts between the 
oceans?

FIRST RESULTS. 
{The Fargo (N. D.) Forum.] 
Tax red has developed into a fight in the 
senate between the administration, and Democratic 
forces. After scanning first income tax returns 
Secretary Mellon informed the senate finance com- 
mittee that the reduction contemplated by the house 
bill was impossible, especially in view of the fact 
that congress had shown no conservatism in the 
matter of appropriations. He doubted that the 
original amount of reduction fixed by the admin- 

on, which was $225,000,000. would be safe. 
The administration majority on the committees 
promptly responded by voting to reduce the corpora- 
tion tax to twelve instead of eleven and a half per 
cent, as proposed in the house bill. The committee 
decided to bend every effort toward shaping a bill 
more in conformity with the administration wishes, 

which is just what the country demands of it. 

But Democratic members of the committee and 
the senate are not satisfied. They still clamor for 
a much greater tax reduction. Leaders of that party 
declare that the senate should pass a bill making 
a cut of three hundred million or four hundred mil- 
lion dollars. They are lining up their forces for a 
fight against a bill that goes no higher than two 
hundred million dollars. 

There is no assurance, then, that the senate will 
appreve the action of its finance committee. But 
that is what the country demands, Reasonable tax 
reduction is wanted. There is no doubt about that. 
But the public has no desire to see congress enact a 
bil] that will jeopardize the treasury surplus. That

HARM DONE BY TONSILS. 


NLARGED tonsils do a varying 

amount of harm, or even no harm 

at all-in certain cir¢umstancés, in 

the opinian of Mr. 8S. D. Collins, 
who has recently published a study made 
for the United States public health serv- 
lee. In séme of its phases this study 
was based on observations over a ten 
year period, 

In the study he divided tonsil condi- 
tions inte acute tonaillitis; defective ton- 
sils (meaning enlarged or chronically in- 
fected tonsils), and no tongils, or throats 
from which: the tonsils have been re- 
moved. 

Children with defective tonsils are 
much more subject to diphtheria than 
are those whosé tonsils have been re- 


moved. Children with normal tonsils 
have almost as much diphtheria as chil- 
dren without tonsils. At of ton- 


sillitis are responsible for rheumatism 
and related conditions, Children with 
defective tonsils are twice as subject to 
sore’ throat as are children whose tonsils 
have - been removed. Sore throat is 
something less prevalent among children 
with normal tonsils than it is among 
children with defective tonsils. Dr. 
Bloomfield, studying Johns Hopkins 
nurses, found this was not always true. 

Certain types of chronic tonsil infec- 
tion and enlargement seemed to protect 
against attatks of -acute tonsillitis. 
Respiratory diseases other toneilli- 
tis were somewhat more prevalent among 
children with defective tonsils than they 
were among children of either of the 
other two groups. 

Tonsillitis was more prevalent among 
children of school age than it was among 
either older or younger children. 

This and other facts indicated that the 
infection khown as tonsillitis and sore 
throat was not a part of the infection 
known as the common cold, or that 
known as laryngitis. 

The maximum preyalence of defective 
tonsils occurs in April. The maximum 
prevalence of acute tonsillitis occurs in 
or near January. The maximum preva- 
lence of the common cold is supposed to 
come even earlier’in the winter. 

When defective tonsils are removed 
the child begins gaining in height and 
weight almost immediately, but the tend- 
ency toward increased growth does not 
keep up long. 

Children with defective tonsils are 
somewhat more subject to adenoids and 
enlarged neck glands.

Chicago, April 7.—(Legal Friend of the 
People.j—If a private contractor paved 
the alley in rear of my premises with the 
consent of 85 per cent of the property 
owners in the block, but without my con- 
sent, would I be obliged to pay for nay 
portion? H. EB. R. 

The Supreme court held in Cronin vs. 
Tatge, 281. Dl., 336. that the property ad- 
foining a street or alley is not subject to 


with an improvement within the 
lot boundaries. 

The owner might be held on an impled 
promise depending on all the fais tending 
to support or rebut the implication of such 
@ promise. If the owner serves written 
notice before the work is done that he is 
not undertaking to pay, he would ordinarily 
be in a position to resist any “laim that 
there was an implied agreement to pay, but 
the alley might be paved, leaving out his por- 
tion. If no notice is served a court or jury 
will naturally be tempted to give all possible 
benefit of the doubt to the paving concern
